its novelty . . . Other letters are 
read and thrown away and for- 
gotten, but yours are kept for- 
ever—unread. One of them will 
last a reasonable man a lifetime.” 
So read a letter from Thomas 
Bailey Aldrich to Professor Ed- 
ward Sylvester Morse.

Sept. 1, 1947 marked the be- 
ginning of THE GENEALOGI- 
CAL HELPER. Since that time it 
has come a long way. Conceived 
by the late Walter M. Everton, 
the Helper was published monthly 
for the first four issues, then 
changed to a quarterly, and each 
year marked the completion of 
one volume. The first four num- 
bers were only four pages each—- 
when it was made a quarterly the 
size was increased to 12 pages. 
June, 1950 saw another four pages 
added and display advertising was 
found on it’s pages for the first 
time. 

The September, 1950 issue an- 
nounced the First Annual Ex- 
change Edition to be published in 
December of that year. The Gen- 
ealogists Exchange and Directory 
of Genealogists had previously 
been printed in The Handy Book 
For Genealogists—now it was to 
be printed in the Genealogical 
Helper and to be published each 
December with new names—new 
addresses and new information 
for those seeking to do genealogi- 
cal research.

that un-numbered and oft times un- 
sung group have paved the way 
with their blood and tears for 
us who followed after. Especially 
is this true of the women and 
children who have been pioneers. 

Excerpts from “Pennsylvania 
German Pioneers” by Strasburg 
and Hinke reveal to us the hard- 
ships endured by the early pione- 
ers of Pennsylvania from whom a 
great many of us are descended. 
the hardships of these pioneers 
were typical of all the others 
who entered other Eastern ports 
of this country in an early day. 

The journey trom the Old Coun- 
try feli into three parts. First, 
there was the journey down the 
«thine river to Rotterdam or some 
other port. Secondly, there was 
the trip across the English chan- 
nel to some other port in England 
or Cowes on the Isle of Wight, 
and lastly, there was the long trip 
across the ocean. It took anywhere 
from seven to twelve weeks to 
make the trip to the port of Phil- 
idelphia. 

On the Rhine the ships had to 
stop at 26 custom houses before 
reaching Holland and had to be 
imspected which was done at the 
convenience of the custom house 
ofticials. Consequently, the trip 
down the Rhine lasted four, five 
and even six weeks instead of the 
promised two weeks. Prices were 
nigh tor food and the extra ex- 
penditures often resulted in much 
misery before the journey was 
through. 

The same delay was had upon 
reaching English point of embark- 
ation. Often the ships had to wait 
for weeks for a favorable sailing 
wind. The last part of the jour- 
ney was usually one of misery. 
The people were packed in the 
ship like sardines in a can with- 
out proper food and clean water. 
Diseases such as dysentery, scur- 
vy, typhoid) and smallpox took 
their toll. Children died in large 
numbers. One ship reported 32 
children died and it was not un- 
common for 2, 3, or even 4 child- 
ren to die out of one single fam- 
ily. Fortunate they were if they 
had a good captain. 

Much of the misery was caused 
by heartless captains. John Geo. 
Jungmann in his auto-biography 
describes his trip across. “Supplied 
with provisions ample for twelve 
weeks, sailed to Falmouth Eng- 
land got more provisions after 
staying three weeks. After we had 
been out at sea twelve days the 
captain said our journey was half 
through, then followed a priod of 
calm. After being out Eight weeks 
water and bread were curtailed 
and during the last six weeks no 
bread was allowed and only one 
pint of water a day for myself, 
father and sister. From this ,one 
can, infer how we lived. Every 
sensitive soul will shudder when 
I say that rats and mice and the

by this publication, we think it only 
proper to say something regard- 
ing it in these columns. This is 
not presented as a final word on 
the subject, nor as the final au- 
thority. It is only intended to be 
suggestive to those who use this 
popular and useful method of 
seeking genealogical data and we 
may add more from time to time. 
The newcomer to this field will 
probably welcome suggestions de- 
signed to make it easier for him 
to get the information he is seek- 
ing, and the wise old timer may 
find tips to bring him closer to 
perfection too. 

Several articles on “writing let- 
ters to get genealogical data” 
were consulted as well as other 
sources, and we offer the following 
suggestions to assist those taking 
advantage of Uncle Sam’s mail to 
add to their genealogical material. 
First you must decide what data 
you are going after. Simplify your 
problem as much as possible. Nev- 
er generalize. Get right down to 
cases on one or two ancestors — 
give the dates, places, etc., which 
you have and ask specifically for 
information missing in your files. 
Never ask for too much informa- 
tion in one letter. One good way 
to discourage correspondents is 
to ask for all the data they have 
on the Jones or Smith or any 
other such line, without giving 
them anything in exchange or to 
go by. If you are writing to a 
professional genealogist, ask them 
for their charges— its their liveli- 
hood. 


Who To Write To 

Second decide to whom you are 
going to write. If you are new 
at the game the first on your list 
should be relatives close or distant 
It is not infrequent that first and 
second cousins as well as more 
distant relatives find they have 
been working on the same lines 
and should have been pooling their 
efforts for a long time. After your 
relatives there is a long list of 
persons and officials to whom you 
may present your problem. Here 
is a partial list. Friends of the 
family—all dates and places; res- 
idents of old home town; post- 
master to locate relatives; names 
found in newspapers; names taken 
from telephone—city directories; 
City Recorders, to locate records; 
County Judges, about marriage 
bonds, etc., family genealogists 
working on your lines, (Handy 
Book, Genealogical Helper, An- 
nual’ Exchange Edition, Etc.); 
genealogists living near your old 
home town; genealogical book

How To Write 


How to write so as to get the 
information you need is an art 
in and of itself. Study and prac- 
tice are needed in abundance in 
working toward perfection. Help 
may be had from several sources 
to assist you in improving your 
letter writing. Any number of 
books have been written on bus- 
iness letters. And it is good bus- 
iness to know how to write a good 
business letter if you want to get 
better results from your corres- 
pondence. Your local library un- 
doubtedly can supply you with 
many such books. Proper form, 
composition, punctuation etc., are 
extremely helpful and a little 
study along this line will pay off 
in big dividends. 

Dale Carnegie gives some ex- 
cellent advice on letter writing in 
his book “How to Win Friends and 
Influence People”. If you have 
read it, go back and read it again. 
You can apply many of his sug- 
gestions to writing for genalogi 
-cal information as well as for 
other information, etc. 


This mechanized age has brought 
along with many other time sav- 
ers, the typewriter. Use it if at all 
possible. It will save your time and 
more important it will save the 
time of your correspondent. Hast- 
ily scrawled letters are little more 
than useless. Don’t give up, how- 
ever, despite the fact you have no 
typewriter, you can still take 
time to write legibly and again, it 
will pay big dividends. 

Thirteen Rules 


Joseph Sudweeks sums up most 
of the important points in genea- 
logical letter writing with 13 rules 
in his book “The Principles and 
Practice of Genealogy”. We are 
giving them to you with some 
comment of our own in parenthe- 
sis. 

1. Use good judgment in choice 
of those with whom you are to 
correspond. (You can waste a lot 
of time unless you think through 
your problem and work out a list 
headed by the person or place

above mentioned water were our 
only food. A rat sold for 1% shil- 
ling and a mouse for 6d. The cap- 
tain thought the passengers all 
had valuables with them hence he 
did not want to land us, but left 
us to starve to death, this he suc- 
ceeded in doing in a large measure 
for out of one hundred and fifty 
souls omly forty eight reached 
America and hardly a single soul 
would have survived if the re- 
mainder had not siezed the cap- 
tain.” When they arrived and 
landed Mr. Jungmann could hard- 
ly stand up. He was in such a 
weakened condition he had to 
crawl off the ship. 

After the pioneers landed in A- 
merica their troubles were still 
not over. After passing the physi- 
cal test all passengers over sixteen 
years of age had to line up and 
go to the city hall and render 
the oath of allegiance to the King 
of Great Britain. Then an announ- 
cement was put in the paper tel- 
ling of the number of arrivals and 
how many had to be sold. All who 
had money to pay their debts were 
released. Most of them however, 
were in debt for their passage or 
a part of it, to the Captain or 
some other sponsor. The ship then 
became a market place where all 
who were in debt were sold. The 
buyers made their choice among 
the arrivals and those unlucky in- 
dividuals were bound out, some- 
times for years or until the debt 
was paid. The buyer received a 
written document or authority 
from the government to own that 
person as their property for a def- 
inite time. 

Most of the ships arrived late in 
the fall just as winter was setting 
in thus presenting the arrivals 
with fresh hardships. The wonder 
is not that so many succumbed, 
but that so many survived and 
emerged, eventually, uncomplain- 
ing successful people. Nearly 
30,000 people came froin Germany 
and settled in Pennsylvania be- 
fore 1800. Many Americans are 
descended from these people. 


most likely to have your infor- 
mation.) 

2. Make your letter proper in all 
those qualities that make up a 
good composition or theme. 

3. Think the letter through be- 
fore you begin to write and make 
an outline of the information and 
procedure involved. 

4. Be courteous and manifest a 
degree of friendliness to relations. 

5. In your request come directly 
to the point in what you ask for. 

6. Do not ask for too much. 
This is especially important if the 
adressee is not a relative or not 
one with whom you are acquaint- 
ed. 

7. Use printed forms (as pedi- 
gree chart and family group re- 
cord) if they are appropriate for

the information that you ask for 
or for sending the information to 
make a search possible. 

8. Offer to pay expense that 
may be involved in money and 
time. (And stay by your offer 
when payment is requested. A re- 
cent letter from a professional 
genealogist stated that he had 
been warned not to do too much 
for certain people as they would 
not come through with promised 
payments. If you can’t pay or 
or don’t intend to, don’t promise.) 

9. If appropriate, offer to give 
information in return for what you 
ask for. 

10. Always send return postage, 
unless to an official whose post- 
age is provided. 

11. Keep a copy of every re- 
quest letter that is sent out. (You 
may think you can remember 
what you asked for or how you 
worded a letter, but you can save 
yourself heaps of trouble with a 
carbon copy of every letter you 
send.) 

12. Give plenty of information 
for identification of the person a- 
bout whom you are asking. (A 
time and a place must be connect- 
ed with every person to assure 
identity.) 

13. Be persistent in your writ- 
ing, do not hesitate to write again 
to the same person, if, in your 
judgment, it seems desirable. 

Always Say Thanks 

A post card, letter, or thank- 
you note, after receiving data, is 
an item which has been missed 
by every author we looked upon this 
subject. You may want to write 
again to the person who furnished 
you that long sought data. Would 
you want to go back and ask for 
more after failing in one of the 
most important points of courtesy. 
You wouldn’t think of accepting a 
favor in person without profuse 
thanks—so don’t forget the one 
who does you a favor by mail. 
You'll find again, it will pay big 
dividends.

Until further notice the following rules will apply to queries 
submitted for this department. 

1. Each query must pertain to one person or one couple. 
Give all the information you can such as dates of birth, mar- 
riage, death, etc. Also give other facts of traditions such as 
place of birth, marriage, death; place and date of childrens’ 
birth; religion, military service; occupation, etc.,, etc. 

2. Each query must be typewritten on a separate sheet— 
never on a sheet with an order or other matter. This will 
facilitate handling and avoid their being overlooked. 

3. All hand written queries will be typed and returned for 
proofing with a charge of % cent per word for this service. 
Handwritten material has caused considerable trouble in the 
past—with dates, names and places begin misinterpreted. 

4. The name and address of the querist must appear on each 
and every question submitted to the Question Box. 

5. Queries of general interest on any genealogical subject 
will receive top priority. Others will be considered in the order 
in which they are received. 

6. More than one question may be sent in by one person, but 
they may not be answered at the same time. If you send in more 
than one question and have a prefrence as to which is answered 
first, label them as to first, second and third choice, etc.

One of the out-of-the-ordinary 
genealogical activities is the as- 
sembling of picture pedigrees. The 
one shown above has been in the 
gathering for over 25 years. Laura 
Everton Wagstaff, Ellen Nielsen 
Everton and Carol Everton Wy- 
gant are the persons responsible 
for its assembly. 


Of interest to many will be the 
fact that this picture shows the 
originator of this publication (The 
former Walter M. Everton) and 
the present publishers as well as 


many others. 


So far as arrangement is con- 
cerned it is just one of many 
which might be used in connec- 
tion with such an activity. It 
could be arranged as a regular 
pedigree chart, a fan or circular 
pedigree or in the shape of a tree, 
starting with the children at the 
bottom and working up with the 
older generations. This grouping 
was selected because it saved 
space. 

It takes as much time and ef- 
fort or possibly a little more to

gather a picture pedigree as com- 
pared with the assembling of a 
regular pedigree and the thrill 
and pride of accomplishment is 
there just the same. The interest 
of young people can sometimes 
be aroused with a picture pedigree 
where names dates and places 
may appear boring. It is inter- 
esting to most everyone to trace 
family resemblances, etc. 


Of course it is impossible to ex- 
tend a picture pedigree as far as 
you can go with a name pedigree, 
but, as you can see above, the 
art of photography has been with 
us long enough to make quite an 
array. The biggest difficulty is 
that so few have seen the possibil- 
ities of this activity and also that 
so many of the old pictures have 
been destroyed or left unidenti- 
fied. Our hope is that this may 
inspire someone else to start now 
to preserve what can be foundalong 
this line for future generations. 

How To Do It 

The above pictures were taken 
from snap shots, group pictures, 
tintypes, oil paintings and regu- 
lar photos. Some were large and 
some were small. They were tak- 
en to a photographer who reduced 
them and madeprints approximate-

Mary Parker, daughter of Wil- 
liam Parker, married William 
Witt Jr., son of Wm. Witt Sr. of 
Pittsylvania Co., Va., April 15, 
1818 in Franklin Co. Ky. She was 
born at Pt. William, Carralton 
Co., Ky. around 1790. 

Mary is a descendant of the em- 
igrant Robert Todd of Pa. and 
Augusta Co., Va.., through her 
father William Parker born a- 
round 1765. but don’t know where. 
The emigrant Robert Todd had a 
daughter Mary who = married 
James Parker. Another daughter, 
Elizabeth, married James’ brother, 
Robert. Then Isabella Bodley, 
granddaughter of the emigrant 
Robert Todd married respectfully 
two brothers, James and William 
Parker. 

Mary Parker Witt was closely 
related to Mary Todd Lincoln, wife 
of Abraham Lincoln, through her 
father William Parker. Can any- 
one give me the names and loca- 
tions of the families my William 
Parker is decended from? Mrs. 
Mary M. McCroskey, P. O. Box 
1161, Wharton, Texas. 


ANSWER: First you have some- 
thing wrong in relation to the 
birth place of Mary Parker. Car- 
rolton is the county seat of Car- 
rol County, which was formed in 
1838 from Gallatin County which 
in turn was formed from Franklin 
and Shelby Counties in 1798 they 
being formed from Jefferson 
County in 1794 and 1792 respect- 
ively. Pt. William may be a point 
along the Ohio River but it is 
not a settlement so far as we 
can find out. You will find con- 
siderable on the Parker-Todd fam- 
ilies in “Kentucky Pioneer and 
Court Records’ by Mrs. Harry Ken- 
nett McAdams (1929) enough prob- 
ably to clear up your puzzle. Also 
in “Forks of Elkhorn Church” by 
Ermina Jett Darnell (1926) you 
may find a lead to separating the 
Todds of that vicinity—there be- 
ing two families according to Mrs. 
Darnell. 





Ports of Entry 

We have a letter from some one 
who did not sign their name ask- 
ing for information regarding the 
finding of the port of entry cer- 
tain families came through as 
they came into America. (For 
example the Croxtons come from 
England, fled to escape persecu- 
tion of their adherents to O. 
Cromwell.) 


ANSWER: No ports of entry in 
the modern interpretation were 
set up until the later parts of the 
19th century. Prior to 1882 little 
thought was given to limiting im- 
migration except to try to screen 





out undesireables. To our know- 
ledge there is no special way to 
go about locating your family ex- 
cept to search ships lists, etc., of 
which there are many (probably 
more unpublished than published). 
An approximate date of migration 
would help much. 





PANKEY-BURTON—Va. 


Georgia Floyd Ballard of Hen- 
derson, Ky. asks us to insert the 
following in the Question Box. 
Did Samuel H. Pankey marry 
Mary Burton in Chesterfield Co., 
Va. and who were her parents? 


ANSWER: Without a date as to 
the approximate date of marriage, 
birth or death it is rather hard 
to make suggestions. We found a 
Samuel Pankey listed as a head of 
family in Powhatan County in the 
state census of 1783. Also several 
other Pankeys and many Burtons 
in nearby counties about the same 
period. Were they of this period 
or earlier or later? Chesterfield 
County was formed in 1749 from 
Henrico County. Richmond, the 
county seat of Henrico County, is 
just a few miles from Chesterfied 
County where it would have been 
an easy matter to slip over and 
get married. Possibly some of our 
readers can give us more on this 
problem. 





TURNER-NORMAN—Va., N. C. 

Miss Roberta Thomas of Card- 
ston, Alberta, would like informa- 
tion on Kerenhappuck Norman b. 
abt. 1690 probably in Spotsylvania 
Co. Va. and married James Turner 
son of Anthony Turner of the New 
England states, he died in the 
Revolutionary War, she died in 
1805 in Richmond Co., N.C. She 
was the daughter of Isaac Nor- 
man who md.

Anne Tolsen and lived in Ce-* 
cile Co. Md. the marriage date 
given as 27 February, 1628, will 
proved in 1677 also next progeni- 
tor was George Norman who mar- 
ried Joanna. All the information I 
have on this group is conflicting 
and I should like to be able to 
straighten it out. 


ANSWER: First you should look 
for another place of birth for Ker- 
enhappuck Norman. Soptsylvania 
Co. Va., was not settled until 1720- 
1 when the first colonists, who 
were mostly from Germany, mov- 
ed in and the county was organ- 
ized. Write to the National Ar- 
chives, Washington 25, D. C., give 
all the war and other data you 
can on James Turner. There were 
several other James Turners so 
give all the identifying data you 
can. Ask for his war or pension 
record. Photostatic copies can be 
had for a small fee.

A communication from Herman 
G. Taylor, Jr. of Huntsville, Ala- 
bama (c/o Ritz Cafe), reads in 
part: Would like any information 
concerning the parents, Rev. Serv- 
ice and place of birth of one John 
Hunt. The first records I have of 
him are in Hawkins Co. Tenn. In

1783 he was elected sheriff of 
Clairborne Co. Tenn. In 1790 he 
was commissioned a Captain in 
the Tenn. State Militia (this we 
find on pp 4387, Vol IV of the 
Territorial Paper of the United 
States, (Territory Southwest of 
the Ohio.) He purchased tracts 
of land in Hawkins Co. I have 
copies of this grant (No. 73, Book 
3, pp 407, N.C. Records). In either 
1805 or 04 he came to Madison 
Co. Alabama. He founded what 
is the present city of Huntsville 
He stayed here until at least Jan- 
uary 1809 for he is listed in a 
census of the county, dated Jan. 
31, 1809. We find this on pp 690, 
Vo.l V, Territorial Papers, Miss. 
Territory. 

This is the last that we know 
of him. He had as many as ten 
children, six of whom were John 
Jr., George, William R., David, 
Elizabeth (Acklem) (The only 
completely tracable line) and 
Henrietta (Harrington). 

Through various ties, I firmly 
believe this line of Hunts to be 
close kin of the John Hunt Mor- 
gan family who go back to the 
New Jersey Hunts. 


ANSWER: As one lead, we sug- 
gest you look to N.C. for the mar- 
riage, ancestry, etc., of your John 
Hunt. It is quite possible he came 
from this territory as N.C. and 
Va. supplied most of the early set- 
tlers of Hawkins Co., Tenn. Your 
John was undoubtedly one of 
thes as the county was organized 
in 1786. 

You either made a mistake in 
quoting the date he was elected 
sheriff or your date is wrong as it 
was not until Oct. 29, 1801 or 
shortly thereafter he took that 
office in Clairborne Co. The first 
man elected failed to furnish bond 
and John Hunt was elected in his 
stead.
